half a million dollars. This was 
revealed today by Fred BE. Stewart 
of Oakland, member of the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Contrasting the June taxes with| 
those for May, Stewart discloses 
that there has been a gain of $1,- 
129,901.65, representing more than 
33.35 per cent, While the June 
tax is normally somewhat larger 
than that for May due to a greater 
demand for gasoline as the sum- 
mer advances, this percentage of 
increase is much larger than has 
ever occurred before. 

‘In paying a tax om 152,103,277.2 
gallons of gasoline distributed 
during the month of June, 1932,” 
said Stewart, “California motor 
vehicle fuel distributors were re- 





| porting sales that were 16,932,- 
205.2 gallons greater than for 
June, 1931, marking a gain of 


12.52 per cent. This phenominal 
increase has brought the tax for 
the first half of 1932 up to $20,- 
840,115.85 so that notwithstand- 
ing a sharp decline in some of the 
earlier months of this year, the

| “Many farms and farm lands are 


; now below their intrinsic producing j

value, when viewed over a long per- 
iod of time, and in the hands of 
; competent farmers. If this is so, 
, then this is bargain day for farm 
lands. It is a good time to buy 
, but a poor time to sell.” 


| These statements were made by | 


R. L. Adams, professor of farm 
management in the College of 
Agriculture, University of Cali- 
‘fornia, and agricultural economist 
on the Giannini Foundation of 
| Agricultural Economics. 

| Discussing changes in California 


farm values and prices, Prof. 
Adams pointed out that, during 
ten years prior to March, 1932, 


the price level of California lands 
had dropped from 158 to 133, or 
22 points. ‘ This drop, according to 
Prof. Adams, is less for California 
than the average for the United 
States, where the decrease totaled 
, 27 points, showing a drop from 
| 106 to 89 per cent. 

| “Beginning in 1850," says Prof. 


' 


Adams, “the value of California 
| farm lands mounted steadily up 
, to and including 1925. By 1930 a 


| slight drop was registered. Start- 
ing at $2 per acre in 1850, the 
average value rose to $16 in 1870, 
to $36 in 1890, and to $58 by 1910. 


“Then occurred the rapid rise 
| resulting iin average prices of $105 
in 1920, and $115 in 1925. By 


1930, the average cropped to $112, 
not 4 particularly marked decline. 
Since 1930, however, a_ definite 
shrinkage in farm land values has 
taken place. 

; “While lands in the United 
States generally are now 11 points 
below the 1912-14 average, in 
California they are still 33 points 
above 1912-14 prices. For certain 
selected types of farming lands,
